E ura l Morris, aged 19, one of t he* feeb 
le minded charg es of the sta te w ho were 
transferred to the Dixon Colony re c e n t­ 
ly from the sta te hospital at Lincoln, 
successfully “ sho t” the Dixon dam at 
the foot of C raw ford avenue in a canoe 
late yesterday aftern oo n in an a tte m pt 
to escape from the institution; but a fter 
going over the w aterfall 
in 
his 
frail 
craft w ithout its capsizing, he willingly 
grasped a rope which w as throw n to 
him by em ployees at the Illinois N orth 
ern Utilities Co. pow er house and was 
pulled to safety, while the canoe, which 
he had stolen from its m oorings up the 
river, was swept, down stre am by the 
current. 
At last reports today it had 
not been recovered. 
Morris, w ho is know n to have made 
several a tte m pts to escape from the L in ­ 
coln institution, spen t yesterday w a n ­ 
dering about Assem bly 
P a rk 
looking 
for a chance to escape, according to a d ­ 
missions he m ade to the police a fte r his 
thrilling ride over the dam last evening. 
He had been prow ling abo ut the Ass« in 
bly pa rk d urin g the day and the officer- 
had been sum m oned to tha t place, but 
he had m ade his disappearance before' 
they arrived. 
L ater in the afternoon 
he found a. canoe tied along the riv*-r 
hank and confiscated it for his a tte m pt 
to escape. 
H e m a n ag e d very well until 
he neared the darn, when he lost con- 
trol of the c ra ft and it shot over the w a t­ 
erfall. 
F red Cropscy, an employ a t the pow ­ 
er house, called to o the r w o rk m en In 
the plant, an d a fte r the canoe and its 
occupants had negotiated the drop, he 
thre w an end of the rope to Morris, who 
ca ug ht it and clung to it as he w as pud 
ed to safety.

m atter.

adopting a part fruita rian diet a m an. 
m ay become young again, because every 
cell in the body will be replaced by new 
young cells.” 
Dr. Oldfield considers that a norm-1 
person righlv fed should live- from 90 to 
105 years of age.
